Sm ith’s

Echoes Acceptance 
He echoed Gov. Sm ith’s acceptance 
speech in his denunciation of Repub­ 
lican enforcem ent methods. 
“To one who for 25 years has uni­ 
formly supported measures for pro­ 
hibition It has been disappointing to 
note the methods and agencies em ­ 
ployed by the Republican party In the 
enforcem ent of national prohibition 
laws.” 
He recalled also th at President Wil­ 
son vetoed the Volstead ait. 
Defining agricultural problems as 
“perhaps the most im portant issue” 
of the campaign, Robinson closely 
followed Governor Sm ith on farm re­ 
lief. 
“If a more equitable and ef­ 
fective plan th an the equalization fee 
is discovered, it should be adopted.” 
He attributed to Herber Hoover a 
large measure of responsibility 
for 
the eight-year “record of feebleness” 
of the Republican party in dealing 
with the problem. 
Robinson’s plea for religious toler­ 
ance was in the name, he said, of 
sound public policy. 
“In order to avoid bitterness the 
leaders on both sides m ust display a 
sense of Justice and fairness by re­ 
fusing to become the beneficiaries of 
political 
influences 
and 
processes 
which they themselves are unwilling 
to employ.” 
Democratic leaders generally inter­ 
preted this as in rebuke of William 
Allen W hite’s attack upon Governor 
Sm ith’s 
Albany 
legislative 
record, 
with which the Republican campaign 
organization disclaimed all connec­ 
tion.

ing machine population is ]X7. 
Pennsylvania is far down the list 
with 210 planes, trailing Illinois, Michigan, Texas and Ohio, as 
well as California and New York. 
Pennsylvania’s topography partly accounts 
for 
her 
back­ 
wardness in this field. 
The state is too uniformly mountainous for 
(civilian flying. 
And the limited areas less rough in character are 
too densely populated and extensively cultivated for widespread 
plane ownership. 
Airmail fliers and transcontinental planes encounter the most 
dangerous flying conditions above the Allegheny mountains of 
Pennsylvania. 
Several airmail pilots have lost their lives in the 
storms and fogs met there and two fliers attempting a non-stop 
flight from the Pacific coast to the Atlantic were balked by Penn­ 
sylvania fogs within two hundred miles of their goal. 
But aviation is developing in this state in spite of the natural 
obstacles. 
Civilian flying clubs are being formed in m any c o m ­ 
munities. 
Cities and towns are providing landing fields. 
And 
flying is becoming popular with business men and in fashionable 
circles.

Aug. 31.—The m ajor­ 
ity of the Chinese residents of this 
city are viewing with Some displeas­ 
ure the recent order of the Nation ’i- 
ist government which threatens 
to 
do away with their beloved dragon, 
which to them is a symbol of every­ 
thing gorgerqus and ornate. 
In the future, so the order states, 
simplicity will be the keynote of all 
Chinese ceremonials, thus dispensing 
with the dragons and other elaborate 
equipment common to Chinese public 
functions. 
At a meeting at Nanking of the 
committee on ceremonial rites and 
national costumes, composed of rep­ 
resentatives of the various m lnister- 
ies and bureaus, it w'&s decided that 
ceremonial rites m ust be based on 
principles of economy, simplicity and 
| appropriateness. 
An atm osphere of joy and happi- 
| ness m ust prevail at weddings; th at 
j of sorrow at funerals, and th at of si- 
I lent reverence at sacrificial ceremo- 
1 nies. 
Regarding national costume.i, 
the committee announces th at 
the 
principles 
of 
simplicity, 
beauty, 
convenience, hygiene and economy oe 
emphasized. 
Native m aterial will a l ­ 
so be extensively used. 
The ceremonial rites to be devised 
by the committee have reference to 
w’edding, funeral, sacrificial ceremo­ 
nies and social functions. 
National 
costumes will be divided into the fol­ 
lowing classes; men civilians, women, 
military, students, government offi­ 
cials, Judicial officers and foreign a f­ 
fairs officials. 
The committee is now inviting sug­ 
gestions from 
public 
organizations 
and individuals throughout the coun­ 
try in order th a t the most appropri­ 
ate ceremonial rights 
and 
national 
costumes may be devised. 
Science Still Seeks 
Homes Of Lowly Eel 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The eel, 
most mysterious of the strange crea­ 
tures which swarm the land and sea, 
is still an enigma to science, says the 
U. S. bureau of fisheries. 
This reptile-like fish, which is a 
cannibal, spawms only In the middle 
of the ocean, and alter a regular but 


devious long journey returns there to 
end his life. 
The scientists have been unable to 
locate the spawning grounds but on? 
G erm an oceanologist after much re­ 
search, has announced a theory that 
both European 
and 
American eels 
spawn in the extreme depths near the 
Bermuda islands. 
The European eel takes two years 
to pass from the egg to the fish sta^e. 
the American eel a single year. 
The 
small eels appear on the sea-coasts 
and ascend high into the rivers. Aft­ 
er growing to m aturity the European 
eels, if not caught and eaten, turn 
v est to return to their birthplace to 
spawn and disappear 
The American 
eels turn east and return to their mys­ 
terious sea-depths 
On their arrival in American waters 
the eels are small. Those arriving in 
Chesapeake Bay are about two and 
one-half inches long. 
The eel is omniverous, consuming 
not only smaller eels but other fish, 
especially the spawn of shad and 
herring. 
For this reason the M ary­ 


land authorities have frequently ex­ 
perimented wtlh means to destroy the 
eels in Chesapeake Bay. 
Americans have a prejudice against 
eating the eel because of its resem ­ 
blance to the snake, but in Europe 
there is no such prejudice, and the 
European eel fisheries are of consid­ 
erable im portance economically and 
gastronomically.

O ut of th a t conference and other 
sim ilar ones came a standardizing of 
sanitary ware which h as m ean t th a t 
instead of m aking 30 or 40 sizes of 
ware, m anufacturers now m ake but 
th re e or four, thus reducing the cost 
of production and obviating to con­ 
sum ers the necessity of m aking se­ 
lections out of a m yriad of sizes.

“His reply was: ‘under the present 
secretary of commerce, Mr. Hoover, 
this system is in vogue in all our con­ 
sulates’. And I found this to be true. 
In Lima, in Buenos Aires and in the 


other cities I found that the consuls 
had card indexes of all Jobbers, m an­ 
ufacturers and dealers and that these 
were for the use of American m anu­ 
facturers. 
Mississippi Flood Relief 
“The same thoroughness character­ 
ized Hoover in the Mississippi flood 
relief work. 
Working with little fan­ 
fare of bugles or ballyhoo, he organ­ 
ized the relief work down there, fed 
the refugees and checked the spread 
of disease.
